and their Governments, but apposed by 
the sentiment, of an influential section of 
the Chinese public. | Statements have 
been recently disseminated by newspupets 
of standing to the effect that the groups 
are attempting to force on China 
enormous suns without regard to her 
financial circumatanées or ability to 
repay, I take thiy occasion of saying thut 
these statements are a gross misrepre- 
sentation of the facts. 1t is for China to 
fix the limit of her own requirements and 
Tam in a position to state. that the 
groups have not ceased to urge a policy 
of retrenchment and of such assiduous: 
development of her internal credit and 
resources ag’ will onable her to restrict 
present foreign borrowings to the lowest 
possible figure. The re-establishment of 
stable governnient on ‘a sound economic 
basis is the aim of all concerned. 
Before moving the adoption of the re- 
port and acconrts as presented, I shall 
be pleased to answer any questions you 
may, put to the chair. 
There being no questions, ‘ 
The. CHARMAN proposed the adoption

our management in this matter. It iv a 
matter for congratulation to learn that 
we have acquired such excellent, premises 
for our Lundon office, and that the build: 
ing when completed will be one worthy of 
our institution and one which will show 
a fair return upon the outlay. © It is 
satisfactory tu hear. that the statements 
which haye from time to time appeared 
in Home newspapers regarding China 
and her Joana are gross misrepresenta- 
tions of the facts, and. we all, hope that 
the time is not far.distant when the pre- 
sent situation of uncertainty will camo to 
an end and Chinn’s credit become fixed 
upon 2, firm basis, a condition which must 
undoubtedly tend to inerensed confidence 
and the renewal of that extensive business 
with her which we all so ardently desire.
